REIS DOUBTFUL 
ABOUT TAX INQUIRY 


Reminds Aldermanic Com- 
mittee That Assessment 


of Property Is Governed 
by State Law. 


REFUSES TO EXPLAIN 
REALTY VALUATION 


Wimer Is Uncertain 
Whether Official Is for 

or Against Group in Its 
Investigation. 


Assessor Gehner told the special 
Assessment Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, at its initial 
meeting last night, that he hoped 
the committee would concern itself 
with methods of uniform assess- 
nent of real estate for taxation, 
ruther than with details of indi- 
vidual assessments. He presented 
a written statement offering co- 
operation, but declared he knew of 
no inequalities of assessments. 

The aldermanic committee was 
appointed last week on motion of 
President Neun, with Alderman 
Wimer, a real estate agent, as 
chairman. Its object is to recom- 
rend changes in assessments to 
correct inequalities, on the ground 
that owners of small homes and 
apartments are bearing a dispro- 
portionate burden of the cost of 
sovernment. Last week, acceding 
to a request by Gehner, the Cham- 
Ler of Commerce appointed a spe- 
c.al committee to recommend a 
new city-wide policy of assessment, 
in order to provide a uniform and 
thorough valuation. 

Civic workers have felt that a 
more scientific assessment system 
would result in increasing the val- 
uation of property, so as to pro- 
duce more tax revenue without 
raising the rate. There were indi- 
cations last night of a lack of sym- 
pathy between Gehner and the al- 
cermanic committee. 

Statement by Gehner. 

A prepared statement by Gehner 
follows: 

“The Assessor’s office is always 
glad to improve the method of 
making assessments to keep pace 
with the changing times, and we 
will gladly furnish your committee 
with any information you desire. 
isy your resolution you have con- 
fined your committee entirely to 
the assessments of real _ estate. 
There are perhaps more inequali- 
ties in the assessinent of personal 
property than in real estate, due to 
evasions, The Assessor cannot see 
all personal property. The lack of 
men in the Assessor’s office pre- 
vents the assessor from checking 
the evasions of personal property. 

“Your resolution invites the As- 
Sessor to submit any method or 
scheme calculated to improve pres- 
ent conditions. We have been work- 
ing for some time on additional 
methods in assessing, but are not 
ut this time prepared to furnish 
you with our complete suggestions 
as we have not finished working 
on them. We hope to be able to 
have our ideas formulated some 
It is a 
very big job and we simply have 
not been able to complete it. 

Raises Expense Issue. 

“We notice from your resolution 
that any expense incident to this 
inguiry will be apportioned out of 
the contingent fund of the Board 
of Aldermen. Do I understand from 
that, that if the time of the em- 
ployes from the Assessor's office is 
taken in working in the service of 
this committee that an appropria- 
tion will be made to put on extra 
Inen to do their work? 

“Any books or records of the As- 
Bessor’s office are open to your in- 
spection. There is no provision of 
the law authorizing the books to be 
tiiken from the Assessor’s office. In 
us much as these records are state 
records, | merely ask to be protect- 
ed and ask that the proper orders 
be obtained from proper author- 
ities, Which will protect me, if you 
desire to see these books at any 
place outside of the Assessor's of- 
lice. 

“The assessment of real property 
regulated by state law. The 
inethod of dealing with each indi- 
vidual assessment is by appeal of 
the individual taxpayer before the 
local Board of Equalization. This 
Board of Equalization has ‘the pow- 
er to change uny assessment on 
broperty, real or personal. While 
your resolution calls for the inves- 
tigation of individual inequalities, I 
presume the purpose of your com- 
mittee is to devise methods, and 
not merely to deal with individual 
assessments, but rather to deal 
with a method for improvement of 
the assessment of the entire city, 
In this, we will be very glad to co- 
operate.” 

Declines to Answer. 

After reading this statement, Al- 
Jerman Wimer said to Gehner he 
could not tell whether the Assessor 
was “with us or against us.”

The 
Assessor’s office is State rather 
than municipal, although the As- 
sessor is appointed by the Mayor 
and connected with the city Fi- 
nance Department. 

Wimer said the committee did 
not intend to harass the Assessor, 
and Gehner rejoined, ‘“‘I don’t. think 
this committee can embarrass the 
Assessor's office.” 

Following this discussion, the al- 
dermanic committee held an exec- 
utive session lasting nearly two 
hours, after which Neun an- 
nounced, “We have decided to do 
this work on a scientific basis.” 
Asked by reporters what this basis 
would be, he said, “We will look 
into the matter and.see that every- 
body is assessed fairly on a uniform 
basis.”” Wimer added that the Bu- 
reau of Municipal Research would 
be invited to discuss assessments 
next Monday night and that later 
real estate men would be called in. 
At the beginning of last night’s 
meeting, Bernard F. Dickmann, 
president of the Real Estate Ex- 
change, said the exchange would 
appoint a committee of three to co- 
operate with the Aldermen. Mrs. 
Louise Custer, secretary of the 
Tenth Ward Improvement Associa- 
tion, asked that small home owners 
be represented before the commit- 
tee, to determine whether they 
were overtaxed.

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DISPUTE OVER DEWEY 
TROPHIES AND WEALTH 


Three Wills of Five Found 
Are Filed for Probate; Widow 
Left Home Intact. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The 
historic trophies of Admiral George 
Dewey and the riches left by his 
widow are subjects of two caveats 
filed in the tangled Dewey will 
case. The caveats, in behalf of the 
executors, claimed the will of May 
2,-1925, giving two-thirds of the 
property to Frederick McLean 
Bugher, Mrs. Dewey's grand 
nephew, revoked the will of Oct. 
25, 1923, designating the bulk of 
the estate for George Goodwin 
Dewey, her stepson, and also the 
will of April 22, 1925, under which 
Edward B. McLean, her nephew, 
would get half. The estate was 
appraised at approximately $787,- 
798 by the executors. 

Four wills, and the copy of a 
fifth, were found in Mrs, Dewey's 
effects following her death in Feb- 
ruary. Three have been offered 
for probate. 

Considering a long court strug- 
gle certain, attorneys have agreed 
the case can hardly come to trial 
before October. 

Marines Guard Mansion. 

Meanwhile, the mansion where 
Admiral Dewey died, guarded day 
and night by former United States 
Marines, must continue its’ role 
of picturesque page from the past. 

Nothing was changed there by 
Mrs. Dewey in the 14 years of her 
widowhood. Much remained as it 
had been during a half century in 
which she had been center of one 
of the national capital’s most fa- 
mous social salons. 

The court appraiser, going 
through this home where the 
Prince of Wales was one of the 
last honored guests, valued house- 
hold effects at $63,450; jewelry at 
$35,502; books at $1216. 

Two carriages of former proud 
estate and two automobiles of 1917 
and 1919 make were appraised at 
$60.  Executors valued the: resi- 
dence at $127,650, the garage at 
$10,148. 

McLean Provision Altered. 

The first will filed was the one 
favoring young Bugher, but also 
giving one-third the property to 
McLean, a Washington publisher. 
Claiming incompetence, Dewey 
countered with an earlier will, in 
which the Bugher family was pro- 
nounced “amply provided for” and 
Frederick McLean Bugher was 
given only $2000; and Edward Mc- 
Lean was termed “extremely rich” 
and given only “the buck horn 
drinking service he presented to 
my deceased husband, Admiral 
George Dewey.” 

McLean then filed the will of 
April 22, 1925, distributing the 
property in. accordance with the 
statutes of the District of Colum- 
bia which would give half to Mc- 
Lean, half to Bugher. 

Dewey also entered claim to the 
relics in the home, a large collec- 
tion including a jeweled sword 
given the Admiral by Congress and 
a gigantic silver loving cup result- 
ing from dime subscriptions of ad- 
mirers. 

The son of the Admiral said the 
relics were his under terms of his 
father’s will, which left his personal 
effects jointly to his widow ahd his 
son. He demanded their conserva- 
tion for eventual placement in a 
national museum.

Among the convents destroyed in 
Madrid was one used as an orphan 
asylum for pauper children. 

Manuel Muino, secretary of the 
Madrid Administrative Council of 
Labor Unions, charged that some 
of the responsibility for the riots 
was due to over-leniency by the 
Republican Government. 

In the rioting in Seville, the 
Merchants’ Club was attacked. 
Rioters smashed windows when 
someone was heard to shout

In Madrid nuns escaping from 
one of the burning buildings were 
not molested by the crowd which 
surrounded it but were given every 
assistance. Members of the mob 
called taxicabs for the nuns, al- 
though generally speaking no taxi- 
cabs were permitted to operate in 
the streets. Although insulting le- 
gends addressed to priests were 
scrawled upon the walls of some 
of the burned buildings, the priests 
themselves were, in most cases, 
unmolested as they made their es- 
cape in civillan dress.

Army Craft, on Way to Dayton 
Maneuvers, Will Spend Night _ 
at Scott Field. 


More than 140 army airplanes, 
ranging from speedy pursuit ships 
to lumbering multimotored bomb- 
ers, will be concentrated at Scott 
Field Thursday in preparation for 
moving on Dayton, O., for the be- 
ginning of the annual Air attics 
maneuvers, 

Flying in formations ranging up 
to units of 21 planes, the aircraft 
will pass over St. Louis at inter- 
vals Thursday on their way from 
fields in the Southwest and West. 
The maneuvers, in which a defense 
of the Atlantic seaboard will be 
simulated, will bring together al- 
most 700 military planes, the larg- 
est concentration ever made in this 
country. 

Preparations for servicing the 
Thursday contingent of planes and 
housing their crews—180 officers 
and several hundred enlisted men 
—are in the hands of Lieutenant- 
Colonel John A. Paegelow, com- 
mandant of Scott Field. The flyers 
will be met by a reception com- 
mittee composed of representatives 
of civic organizations in St. Louis 
and neighboring towns, and will be 
entertained Thursday night at a 
barbecue dinner at Scott Field 

The visiting ships will leave ear- 
ly Friday morning for Dayton, tak- 
ing with them the Fifteenth Obser- 
vation Squadron, which is perma- 
nently stationed at Scott Field. The 
contingent of the Thirty-fift: Divi- 
sion Air Service, Missouri National 
Guard—five Observation planes 
carrying 10 officers and enlisted 
men—will leave Lambert-St. Louis 
Field at 9 a. m. Friday, going di- 
rectly to Dayton to join the Twen-

$20,000 ROTHSTEIN INSURANCE 
IS AWARDED TO SHOW GIRL 


ALBANY, N. Y., May 12.—Inez 
Norton, Broadway show girl, to- 
day received $20,000 insurance on 
the life of Arnold Rothstein, slain 
gambler, when the Court of Ap- 
peals settled a legal dispute over 
the insurance in her favor. 

The dispute had lasted since 
“ Rothstein’s death in November, 
1928. Inez Norton, his companion 
and a beneficiary under the will 
he made on his deathbed, eontend- 
ed Rothstein had changed the in- 
surance policy, originally made 
payable to his estate, so that the 
money might be paid to her. The 
change, she said, was made before 
his death, 

When Rothsteln’s safe deposit 
vault was opened the policy was 
found, with the Norton woman's 
name substituted for “estate.’’ The 
administrators of the estate main- 
tained that the assignment of the 
policy and substitution of Miss 
Norton's name were not valid; in- 
asmuch as the insuring company 
had not been notified -of the 
change, in accordance with the 
stipulations appearing in the pol- 
icy. Miss Norton's attorney ar- 
gued that the change was made 
in the policy by Rothstein himself 
and was binding, and that he had 
assigned the policy to the Norton 
woman in the presence of a wit- 
ness, 

In his will Rothstein niade the 
woman the beneficiary of one-sixth 
of the income of his estate for 10 
years,

FORGOTTEN VILLAGES 
DISCOVERED IN AND 


Explorers Think They Were 
Founded at Time of Span- 
ish Conquest. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 12 —High in 


the Andes Mountains, northeast of 
Arequipa, 14 villages, said to have 
been established at the time’ of the 
Spanish conquest, have been lo- 
cated by the Shippee-Johnson Pe- 
ruvian expedition. Robert Shippee, 
20-year-old co-leader, reported the 
discovery in a cablegram to New 
York headquarters yesterday. 
Shippee said 10 of the rvillages 


were “inhabited, in good condition 
and apparently with about 30 per 
cent population; two more practi- 
cally deserted and two completely 
abandoned.” 

The villages were found in the 
valley of the Colca, he said, by 
George R. (Tuck) Johnson, cCo- 
leader with Shippee and camera- 
man of’‘the expedition. He chanced 
upon them while flying in the vicin- 
ity of Cuzco two years ago. : 
It was to explore, survey, map 
and photograph the villages that 
the expedition last week moved its 
base from Lima to Arequipa, 550 
miles south. 


per end of the Colca valley was 
“unusually eroded with cliffs, sev- 
eral thousand feet high, and some- 
what similar to the Bryce Canyon 
of Utah. 

“We found the gorge to be about 
8000 feet above sea level and the 
surrounding valley between 10,000 
and 11,000,” he said. He added 
that an attempt would be made to 
land next week to take motion‘ pic- 
tures. 

“In the towns we found square 
towers indicating Spanish origin,” 
he related. “Nearby were many 
wheat fields in a great mosaic. Our 
planes obviously terrified many of 
the natives. Others tossed their 
large-brimmed hats into the air as 
if beckoning to us.” 

The expedition’s headquarters 
here said the Colca villages are 
thought to have been built in the 
Andes to support silver and copper 
mines higher up. Their importance 
dwindled when the mines became 
exhausted, their populations died 
off or emigrated, and, because of 
difficulty of communication with 
the coast, they became isolated an 
forgotten. 

They do not appear on govern- 
mental maps in Peru, where noth- 
ing is known of the racial charac- 
teristics of their inhabitants or of 
their economic, religious or social 
lives.

TANKER AFIRE AT SEA; 
TWO OF CREW PERISH 


Blaze Conquered After ‘10- 
Hour Struggle — Flames 
Blown on Sailors. 


— 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 12. — The 
oil tanker Ruth Kellogg, the deck 
blackened by flames and two of 
the crew dead, docked at Bayonne, 
N. J., yesterday with a story of 
fire and rescue at sea. 

The two dead were Amado Se.- 
quenza, boatswain’s mate, and 
Tiantoina Diaz, seaman, who were 
the first to plunge into the flames 
in an effort to save the ship. They 
were buried at sea. 

Under command of Capt. B. J. 
Green, the tanker put out from 
Texas City, Tex., on May 4, with a 
cargo of crude oil. Last Friday 
afternoon when the ship was off 
the Georgia coast the watch saw 
smoke coming from the forward 
hatch. The*tanker was then head- 
ing into the wind, so Capt. Green 
hove to in order to fight the 
flames. 

The hatch cover was removed 
and flames flared up half as high 
as the fore-mast. Sequenza and 
Diaz directed streams of water in- 
to the hold, but the. breeze shift- 
ed and blew the flames upon 
them. Their clothing caught fire 
and they were severely burned. At 
this point the captain sent out an 
Ss. O. 8. 

The Standard Ol tanker, John 
D. Archbold, reached the flaming 
vessel three hours after the fire 
started. The master then thought 
he could save the ship. He had 
Sequenza taken aboard the Arch- 
bold which transferred the seamen 
to a faster vessel, the Ulua of the 
United Fruit line, on which he died. 

After a 10-hour struggle the 
Kelloggs’s crew conquered the 
flames early Saturday. 


AUSTRIA LENDS $15,000,000 
TO BANK 10 HELP IT OPERATE 


Baron Rothschild’s Depository Con- 
tributes $5,000,000 to Get Credit- 
anstalt Out of Difficulties. 

By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, May 12.—At the re- 
quest of Austria’s biggest bank, 
Creditanstalt Fuer Handel und Ge- 
werbe, the Cabinet has decided to 
give Government aid. The bank 
was reported to have lost $20,000,- 
000 of its share capital of $23,570,- 
000 through decline of stocks and 
bad debts. The Austrian National 
Bank and Baron Rothschild’s pri- 
vate bank are said to have agreed 
to help to keep the Creditanstalt in| 
operation. 

The Creditanstalt, it was recalled, 
was asked by Chancellor Schober’s 
Government in 1929 to step into 
the breach when the Boden Credit- 
anstalt went down and it assumed 
responsibility for the liquidation of 
the Boden’s affairs, the Government 
undertaking the loss. By this ac- 
tion the Creditanstalt became _ re- 
sponsible for a large part of Aus- 
tria’s industrial credits. 

A Government communique de- 
tailing the difficulties of the Credit- 
anstalt puts the losses of the bank 
since 1929, when it absorbed the 
Boden at $21,000,000, due to depre- 
ciation of Boden shares, to bad

T tinuatiy worse. The original budget 

estimates forecast a surplus of $123,- 
000,000 for the present fiscal year. By the 
beginning of December the Treasury had 
discovered that there would be a deficit of 
$180,090,000 instead, and now, with three- 
fourths of the year gone, it is agreed that 
the deficit will approach $800,000,000. 

The long period of Treasury surpluses is 
plainly over. From 1920 to 1930 they 
totaled about $4,000,000,000, nearly all of 
which was wisely devoted to reducing the 
public debt. During the present year we 
shall actually increase public indebtedness. 
It is plainly time for a serious consideration 
of fiscal policy.

Where should the increased revenue come 
from? Out of higher’ individual income 
and estate taxes. We have really only 
started to use these powerful modern fiscal 
engines.

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FRANCE’S PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 

Some 80 years*ago France learned to distrust pop- 
ular ballot ag a means of electing her President. Imi- 
bued with the republican spirit of 1848, the people 
chose a President, Louis Napoleon, and a few years 
later by a landslide “elected” him Emperor Napoleon 
III. So it was that the Third Republic in 1876. decid- 
ed to let the Assembly make the choice.

FFORTS of more than usual 
E intensity are being made in 
Washington to reduce the 
expenditures of different de- 
partments. Such reduction is 
absolutely necessary unless there 
is to be an increase in taxes or 
| debts. 


The first study is being di- 
rected to our military establish- 
ment. This is not a productive 
governmental activity but as it 
is a@ guarantee of order and 
peace, it supports all productive 
efforts. As a source of employ- 
ment the army and navy are 
not large, providing for about 
200,000 enlisted men. It is not 
thought there can be any say- 
ing in enlistments, 

Some years ago careful in- 
vestigations were made by Gen, 
Lord, Director of the Budget, in 
an attempt to stabilize military 
expenses at about half a billion 
dollars. So much opposition 
arose in the Congress that little 
progress was made. The army 
and navy now cost about seven 
hundred and twenty-five mil- 
lions. Instead of a reduction 
there has been a rather steady 
‘Increase in appropriations, The 
interests involved have. become 
firmly intrenched in Washing- 
ton. If any saving is to be 
made it will require vigorous 
support from the country. The 
Congress will move in that di- 
rection only under compulsion.

FRENCH PRETENDER’S FUNERAL 
HELD 5 YEARS AFTER GEATH 


Services at Dreux, France, for 
Philip, Duke of Oriteans, At- | 
tended by Royalists.

DREUX, France, May 12. — A/ 

few Royalists gathered here this | 
forenoon for the funeral of a pre- | 
tender to the French throne. More | 
than five years after his death at 
Palermo, Sicily, the body of Philip, 
Duke of Orleans, was brought here 
yesterday in secrecy. This- morn- 
ing the coffin was borne into the 
historic chapel of Saint Louis, ani 
a mass of requiem was sung. Then 
the coffin was taken to the chapel 
crypt, and the long-wandering pre- 
tender was laid to rest beside the 
dead of his famous family. 
“Chief among the mourners was 
the Dutchess of Guise, sister of the 
royal exile, and wife of his consin, 
the present pretender. The law of 
the Republic that prevented the 
late heir from living in his own 
fatherland kept: the Duke of Guise 
from attending. It operated also 
against the young Prince Henri, 
Count of Paris, who was married 
on April 8 at Palermo to the young 
Princess Isabelle of Orleans-Bra- 
ganza. = 

Philip suffered extremely during 
his years of exile, and at the out- 
break of the World War vainly en- 
deavored to be allowed io serve in 
the French Army, or failing that in 
an Allied one. He spent his life in 
explorations in the Arctic and Afri- 
ca, and died at Palermo March 23, 
1926, with his hands, clasping a lit- 
tle bag of earth from France.

HEN A. D. Payne murdered 
W his wife in Amarillo, Tex., 
| he believed he had planned 
and executed the “perfect crime.” 
Payne is a lawyer. He has been 
a college man, a school teacher and 
principal of a city high school. He 
has taken a college course in crimi- 
In his law practice ‘he has 
defended criminals and _ studied 
their crimes. 

For 10 months Payne was con- 
tinuously and patiently . planning 
the murder of his wife and chile 
dren. His trained mind worked 
out five different schemes of mur- 
der, but in each there was a flaw 
that might direct suspicion toward 
He was 
not going to bungle the job. He 
'would not slay his wife and chil- 
dren’ until he had found a way so 
perfect that the crime could never 
be fastened on him. 


At last he hit upon theidea of 
blowing up the wife and two of 
their children with dynamite. The 
explosion would come from within 
the family car, as they were driv- 
ing it along the street, several 
blocks from their home, while 
Payne was at his office, six miles 
distant, and three hours after there 
had been any possibility of Payne 
having touched the car.
